This is per your conversation with Congressman Fossella following the recent visit of Somalia Prime Minster Mohamed to 
Congressman Smith's office. By way of background, Park Strategies, LLC, Congressman Fossella and I are registered with 
the U.S. Department of Justice, under the Foreign Agents Registration Act, as agents on behalf of our client, the Republic 
of Somalia. 

Congressman Fossella and Somalia Special US Envoy Abukar Arman will be in Washington next Tuesday. We would like 
to schedule a follow up meeting with Congressman Smith and appropriate staff to continue the discussion regarding a 
possible hearing on Somalia, with particular emphasis on the humanitarian crisis there. 

In the short few months it has been in office, the government led by Prime Minister Mohamed has made significant 
progress in building a more stable Somalia. In cooperation with the African Union and UN the country is gaining greater 
stability. Yet the problems facing Somalia are still daunting, including a widespread drought threatening to inflict famine 
on an already stressed population. 

Hearings by the Africa Subcommittee regarding Somalia, with particular emphasis on the serious humanitarian crisis it 
faces, would be most timely Knowing of Congressman Smith's deep commitment to the humanitarian aspect of US Africa 
policy, the Prime Minister believes such a hearing would help to focus attention on this important strategic partner as it 
struggles to avoid starvation on a massive scale. 

On the question of whether the Prime Minister or his diplomatic designee can testify before a US Congressional 
committee, our research has indicated that this can and has in fact been done in the past. One example is testimony 
provided by a Soviet diplomat on the Chernobyl disaster in 1986.
